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Slurs: ‘Lazy, uncreative, adolescent’ 

Jail manual shocks Indians 


WHITEHORSK, Yukon (CP) 
— A top - secret prison 
training manual prepared by 
the Northwest Territories gov¬ 
ernment calls Indians lazy, 
uncreative, unthrifty and ado- 
lesc^t. 

The manual, obtalfted here 
Wednesday by The Canadian 
Press, says some' of the In¬ 
dians’ traits come from "his 
Mongol origin.” 

Qarence W’ilkins, chief «»f 
the Northwest Territories cor- 
i*ecticRial services, said In an 
inter\iew the training manual 
which contained the material 
\^as ruled obsolete early in 
1972. He said the informatics 
was slipped into a training 
manual dated November. 
1971, for new staff at the Yel¬ 
lowknife conecticmal institute 


by unknown persons and had 
never been taught to staff. 

“It was given as informa¬ 
tional material. b>' whom I’m 
still trying to find out,” he 
said. 

“No way is that sort of ma¬ 
terial being taught now. It 
wa.s never taught at all.” 

It also calls Orientals un¬ 
creative. 

"Uke the Jaiianese, he (the 
Indian> copies to perfecticai 
but has no creative, artistic 
genius. 

"Having nothing that is his, 
neither glorious f>ast nor au- 
tochtlion (original) culture nor 
religion nor country, he feels 
insecurity and seeks alf the 
Ijossible means . of evasion; 
dreams, drink ... the ready 
pleasures of the flesh, simple 
and unrumantic, without per-

DAJ? ES SALAAM (AP) — 
President Julius Nyerere said 
Wednesday after meeting 
w ith U.S. State Secretary 
Henry Kissinger that the sec¬ 
retary was “less hopeful than 
1 was before" al>out chances 
of averting a racial bloodbath 
in southern Africa. 

Nyerere said it would be a 
surprise if Ilhodesia, where 
270,000 whites rule about six 


million blacks, were to accept 
majority rule in two years as 
Kissinger and others have 
pressed. Both men spe^e to 
reporters after a W’ednesda>' 
meeting. 

Nyerere made clear he 
wanted a U.S. commitment to 
recognize that black "men 
with guns" would^have no al¬ 
ternative but to shoot it out 
with their white Rhodesian 


Half of black workforce 
stays off job in big cities 

JOHANNESBURG (UPI) — Hundreds of 
thousands of black workers stayed away from their 
jobs in South Africa’s two major cities Wednesday 
in strikes aimed at crippling white.owned industry. 

More than half of Johannesburg’s non - white 
workforce of more than 250,000 obeyed militants’ 
tall for a strike. In Cape Town, where at least 
100,000 workers walked out, several major white 
hotels assigned their white staff to answer tele¬ 
phones, serve meals and wash windows.

Erik 
Nielsen, Progressive Conser¬ 
vative MP for Yukon, said it 
is an example of the work of 
bureaucrats who prepare gov- 
e r n m e n t r^x>rt5 without 
human feeling. 

Some sections of die manu¬ 
al are attributed to a Father 
Brethene who is quoted as 
saying that aithou^ white 
pe^e do not realize it, In¬ 
dians keep superstitious prac¬ 
tices, many of them pagan.

Ferries join 
protest day 


UMTALI, Rhodesia (UPI) 
— Prime Minister Ian Smith 
Wednesday asked his Rhode¬ 
sian Front Party for approval 
to join Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger's efforts to 
prevwt racial war in South¬ 
ern Africa, party officials 
said. 

The prime minister’s hard¬ 
line opponents said Smith was 
trying to water down Rhode¬ 
sia’s strict segregationist poli¬ 
cies. 


In a dramatic speech at the 
closely-guarded conference 
site, two miles from the Mo¬ 
zambique border refuge of 
black nationalist guerrillas, 
one leader said Kissinger’s 
global peace missiems have 
‘•lost ground” for western civ¬ 
ilization. 

The country’s entire leader¬ 
ship. guarded by troops, a.s- 
sembled lor the three-day 
congress. 

Smith Thursday will outline 
a plan for new negotiations 
over majority rule in this 
white-run country, party of¬ 
ficials said. Previous constitu¬ 
tional talks between wiiite and 
blade Rhodesians collapsed 
and black natlunalist groups 
have launched a guerrilla war 
to overthrow the Smith re¬ 
gime. 

The prime minister repor¬ 
tedly will meet with iUssinger 
in ^uth Africa next week if 
he gets a mandate from his 
party. 

Party officials at the three- 
day Rhodesian Front congress 
said Smith seeks a go-ahead 
to discuss American proposals 
_ to bring about black majority 
rule and contain the war b^ 
tween Rhodesian troops and 
•'htack guerrtUM. 


rulers If ‘ Kissinger's mission 
tails. 

Kissinger said he is not as¬ 
suming the failure of his mis¬ 
sion. adding. “We have not 
given up hc^ of a peaceful 
solution to the problems of 
Rhodesia. South Africa and 
Namibia.” 

South Africa maintains con¬ 
trol over Namibia, or South- 
West Africa, over the opposi¬ 
tion the United Nations. 

Kissinger suggested 
Nyerere may have emi^ia- 
sized his discouragement to 
impress Americans and South 
African Prime Minister John 
Vorster, widi whom Kissinger 
meets this wedeend. 

Nyerere said he ha.s told 
Kissinger he would oppose 
any meeting between the sec¬ 
retary and Rhodesian Prime 
Minister Ian Smith. "Africa 
won’t be happy at that." he 
.said, referring to the conti¬ 
nent's black-led countries. 

Kissinger has pledged not to 
meet with anyone or take any 
actions without first being 
asked to do so by black Afri¬ 
can leaders. 

Nyerere noted that Britain 
and both black and while Af¬ 
ricans have tried and failed to 
resolve the Rhodesian prob¬ 
lem. He said he expects Kis¬ 
singer’s mission to fail too. 
hut added that it "can clarify 
the issues for the americans.” 

He said black guerrUlas ask 
no U.S. military aid or favors 
because they can get them 
elsewhere. They seek only 
understanding for the justice 
of an armed struggle in case 
chances of a peaceful solution 
collapse, he said.

CBC newsroom staffs.

Metric 
speeds 
due 
Jan. 1 


HALIFAX (CP) - The 
Metric Commissicxi an¬ 
nounced metric conver¬ 
sion timetables Wednes¬ 
day affecting automoMles, 
schools and real estate. 

As of Jan. 1. all new au¬ 
tomobiles sold m Canada 
will be required to have 
metric 8pe<^ometerB. 

Road signs are to be 
cOTverted to use kilo¬ 
metres instead of miles 
by December, 1377. Gaso¬ 
line pumps are to mea¬ 
sure in litres instead of 
gallons by Jan. 1, 1979. 

All land measurement, 
Mirveying and town plan¬ 
ning is to be in metric 
measure by the end of 
1978. 

Students from elementa¬ 
ry school through post- 
secondaiy schools will 
learn only metric mea¬ 
sures within a few years. 

Teaching in elementary 
and secMxlary schools Is 
expected to be predomi¬ 
nantly metric by Sep¬ 
tember, 1979. Teaching in 
post - secondary’ non - uni¬ 
versity schools is ex¬ 
pected to be predomi¬ 
nantly metric by Sep¬ 
tember 1980. 

The commissiem aims to 
have all areas of Canadi¬ 
an life converted to met¬ 
ric by 1980. 

Ov^ers of older au¬ 
tomobiles with n<»i-metric 
speedometers could have 
some problems when 
speed-limit si^s are 
changed to kilometres an 
hour. 

Bolger said that when 
Australian signs were 
(onverted the oil compa¬ 
nies came out with con¬ 
version decals to fit over 
the speedometers ot every 
make ot car. 

Bolger said speedrane- 
ter gears were also ex¬ 
pected to be on the mar¬ 
ket to c<mvert odsting 
speedometers.

Pennies should go,, 
U.S. study advises 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
government - sponsored ttudy 
recommends the U.S. elimi¬ 
nate pennies by 1960 and re¬ 
place half-dollars with a new. 
smaller dollar coin, the U.S. 
Mint said Wednesday^ 

The study, conducted for 
the mint by Research Trian¬ 
gle Institute, Mid one reason 
the penny should be removed 
was that it was esqiensive to 
make. 

The -researchers said as the 


buying power of the penny 
had dropped, the coin tended 
to circulate less freely, forc¬ 
ing the mint to increase pro¬ 
duction to meet demand. 

They estimated pennies ac- 
counted for 75 per cent of the 
19 Mllion coins minted annual¬ 
ly, and would account for 90 
per cent of estimated produc- 
ti<x) of 41 billion coins by 1990 
if they remained In eircula- 
tion.

More quakes rattle Italy

nilNE, luiy (AP)' — 
.Strong tremors jolted the 
quake-ravaged FMuli area 
again Wednesday, kno<4<ing 
down hundreds of buildings 
and spreading new fear 
through •> land that has been 
shaking for more than four 
mtmths. At least eight i>er.suns 
wsere reiiorted dead, three 
from heart attacks. 

About 80 perswi.s were in¬ 
jured. many of them from 
jiimpong out of windows. Re.s- 
cue teams started <ligging 
through land and rfx-k slides 
that were reported to have 
buried several cars and two 


army trucks, iiosstbly with 
people traijped inside. 

Authorities started evacuat¬ 
ing residents of the worst-hit 
area in the northeastern 
comer of Italy, moving them 
southw’ard to the Adriatic 
coastal flatlands. 

Damage stretch^ over a 
wide area of Friuli, which is 
between Ihe Camic Alps and 
the Adriatic, and reached as 
far as Padua. 78 miles 
southwest of Udine. 

The tremors were felt in 
Austria, Yugoslavia and 
FYance. 

Telt^hone and electric 
power lines were cut in Friuli. • 


Rodc-slides blocked mads and 
some rail lines. A bridge fell, 
isolating the villages of Com- 
lAago and Alesso. 'Itie bell- 
tower trf Maino collapsed. 
Buildings were reported to 
have collapsed also in the Yu¬ 
goslav vill^e of T<^iino. 

Twenty-one tremors, were 
registered in an eight-hour 
I)eriod starting at 5:22 a.m. 
Two of the j>re-dawn jolts and 
one sh<Mtry before noon sur¬ 
passed six ' points on the 
Richter scale, approaching 
the strength of those that 
killed nearly 1,000 persons iK 
l-'iluli on May 6. Since Way. 
241 tremors have been record¬ 
ed. 


The new quakes brought 
most industrial and commer¬ 
cial activities in this city of 
90,000 and surrounding towns 
to a standstill. 

Army and police reinforce¬ 
ments were called in to help.

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Bennett sees 
pipeline hope 


SALEM, Ore. (C3>) — B.C. 
Premier William Bennett taid 
Wednesday he waa optimatic 
the so-called Alcan proposal 
Wrould be chosen to pipe Alas¬ 
ka natural gas to the U.S. 

TTie premier made the com¬ 
ment after a meeting with the 
governors of Idaho, Oregon 
and Washington and a brief¬ 
ing by two representatives of 
the,IT S. Federal Power Com¬ 
mission. 

He said the governors -Dan 
Evans of Washington, Cecil 
Andrus of Idaho and Bob 
Straub of Oregon — preferred 
the Alftan route hKause it 
was the least controversial in 
Canada. 

B.C. has bem pushing the 
Alcan project, which proposes 
to move the gas from Prud- 
hoe Bay, through Alaska and 
Into the Yuton and eve^hially 
into northern B.C. to connect 
with existing pipelines for 
transport to the U.S. 

The premier said the Alcan 
proposal had theTeast amount 
of roadbtocks and could de¬ 
liver the gas In the quickest 
time at the least cost. 

"It’s asing existing corri¬ 
dors, it does not have the en¬ 
vironmental problems, nor 
'does it have the Indian land 
claims that plague the other 
two proposals,’' he said. 

The other two proposals 
would send the gas across 
.Maska in pipelines and then 
ship It by tanker to the U.S., 
or build a pipeline to move 
the gaa dovm the Mackenzie 
Valley, through Alberta and 
then into the U.S. 

Bennett also said he heard 
from several deelgales at the 
meeting —> a eeeslon of the 
Paciflo Northwest Regional 
Commission — that the 
Northwest states were begin¬ 
ning to have more confidence 
In Canadian govemmeirts 
than they had had in the past 
few years. 

"They were beginning to 
question whether Canada and 
B.C. would be safe places foi* 
energy supplies to cross be¬ 
cause they didn't have C{Hi- 
fidence in the government," 
Bennett said. 

He said Straub a.sked B.C. 
and Alberta to participate in 
the meeting* of the Pacific 
Northwest Regional Oornmis- 
mon, heM thrM times a year 
to allow the governor* to dis¬ 
cus* matters of mutual inter¬ 
est.

said a deadline of December 
had been set for the commis¬ 
sion to make ils recommen¬ 
dation for the delivery of 
Alaska gas to the U.S., but 
the FPC would not be aUe to 
meet that. 

The commission could meet 
a deadline of mid-January 
and will, by force legisla¬ 
tion. have to have its proftosai 
by May 1, ISlfT. That proposal 
will then igo to the president 
who will have until Sept. 1. 
1977, to make up his mind. 

Bennett said he waa sur¬ 
prised to learn from the FPC 
spokesmen that the Canadian 
government had asked for an 
extension of the deadlines to 
allow the Canadian National 
Energy Board to complete It* 
study of the proposals. 

The premier told the meet¬ 
ing B.C. was having trouble 
with its gas supply but as long 
as the resource was a^/kllable 
all export commitments to the 
U.S. would be honored. 

He said he, did not antici¬ 
pate any further reductiem in 
suin>ly to the U.S. and, in 
fact, if gas exploration ex¬ 
panded aa It had been doing,- 
the province hoped to bring 
production capacity up to 
what it was a few years ago. 

"We will continue to price 
energy at its conrg>etitive 
value, hut to the best of our 
ability we will honor all com¬ 
mitments," Bennett said. 

The premier said he was 
disappointed that the subject 
of a possiUe oil pipeline from 
the West Coast port of Ki- 
timat to Bdmontm was not 
discussed at the meeting. 

Bennett also said he dis¬ 
cussed with Evans and repre¬ 
sentatives of the Bonneville 
Power Administration the 
controversial proposal to 
raise the Rost Dam, flooding 
the B.C. portion of the Skagit 
Valley. 

The premier would <mly say 
thei'e was a basis for settle¬ 
ment of the issu^.

WASHINGTON (UPTI 
Citing the first amendment 
and his own professional stan¬ 
dards, CBS reporter Danief 
Sohnrr refused under oath 
Wednesday to tell House 
investigators where he ob¬ 
tained the classified in¬ 
telligence report he leaked to 
the press. 

Testifying before the House 
ethics cormnittee, and warned 
repeatedly he might be pros¬ 
ecuted for refusal to co¬ 
operate. Sdiorr said if he dis¬ 
closed the source <rf toe re- 
poirt. "the ultimate losers 
wixdd be the American peo¬ 
ple and their free institutions. 

"But, beyond all that, to be¬ 
tray a source would be to be¬ 
tray myself, my career, and 
my life.

terrorist operation. 

State department spokes¬ 
man iTederick Brown dis¬ 
closed the letter of protest to 
Belgrade and said the depart¬ 
ment had supplied enough de¬ 
tails of Carlos’ whereabout* 
that Belgrade could have ap¬ 
prehended him had they 
wished. 


Carlos Is sought for toe 
murder of three French 
counter-intelligence agents 
when they appeared unarmed 
at his apartment in Parts to 
take him into custody. 

Carlos was organizing ge¬ 
nius be^nd the kidnapping of 
Arab oil ministers meeting In 
Vienna in 1975.

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End of an'era 


I N WHAT IS SEEN as a mov« lo Improve the 
government’s image, no longer pleasing lo the 
public eye if the latest Gallup Poll is to be believed. 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau has made a number of 
cabinet changes and additions. But even he declines to 
predict whether these manoeuvres will affect the 
political fortunes of his administration or the Liberal 
Party as a whole. 

One thing is sure. The manner of Mr. Trudeau's 
disclosure of his decisions was not one to win him per¬ 
sonal popularity. There were unexplained delays, 
reporWIy due to Allan MacEachen^S insistence on be¬ 
ing appointed deputy prime minister, and after setting 
, Ti.'lO p.m. for a press conference, Mr. Trudeau failed to 
put in an appearance. There were five po.stponements 
thereafter until at 9:,10 p.m. Mr. Trudeau appeared. 

Whether this confusion was a consequence of cabinet 
differences and Mr. Trudeau's petulance or of his own 
Indecision, it was certainly indicative of some .sort of 
government disorder. 

There are seven new faces.In the cabinet, and the 
addition of Mrs. Iona Uampagnolo, Skeena, as a 
. minister without portfolio responsible for fitness and 
sport, is a decorative touch. Leonard Marchand, 
Kamloops-Gariboo. also without portfolio, Is the first 
person of Indian ancestry to hold cabinet office. He 
will be responsible for "small business, " in keeping 
with Mr. Trudeau s recently expressed desire for 


clo.ser contact with businessmen and the encourage¬ 
ment of their conlidence In his government. 

None of the new members of Mr. Trudeau's team 
— with the possible exception of his trusted aide, 
Francis Fox, who succeeds Warren Allmand as 
solicitor general — is nationally known. 

But the big surprise in the cabinet package was the 
resignation of Bryce Mackasey. Mitchell Sharp had 
earlier announced his resignation as president of the 
Privy Council and C.M. Drury only confirmed rumors 
of his intention when he quit the dual post of public 
works and science and technology. 

There is the prospect of further cabinet changes at 
a date as yet unspecified. But it is doubtful if this sort 
of juggling, even the appointment of new ministers fpr 
cultivation ot new contacts, will have the result for 
which Mr, Trudeau obviously is striving;, restoration 
of public favor. 

The resignations of Mr. Sharp and Mr. Drury mark 
the end of an era. according to the Southam News Ser¬ 
vice's James Farrabee. And so they do. They are the 
last of the maridarin-businessman graduates of the 
late C.D. Howe’s training class which groomed so 
many successful administrators during the years of 
William Lyon Mackenzie King s rule. 

The Liberal Party, with the undeviatIng support of 
Quebec, has been in power foTAO of the past 50 years. 
But therware signs that can hardly be mistaken that 
this era, too, is ending.

A poor credibility rating 


No profits, no jobs 


P RIVATE ENTERPRISE will Invest only wh.ere 
and when there Is a prospect of profit, 
And'some Canadian businessmen, particularly in 
British Columbia and Alberta, are looking at the 
Seattle-'l'acoma area for prospective sites for future 
expansion. 

'I'his is no idle threat, intended to persuade labor to 
moderate its demands, or dist'ourage irksome govern¬ 
ment controls. It is a fact of economic life. 

Some f-algary industrialists have been quoted — In 
the Christian Science Monitor, for Instance — as 
claiming they would be better of f relocating across the 
border and exporting to Canada. 

"In the long term, " one said, "the channelling of 
liilure growth away from here will have the same 
seridus impact on our economy as it we were tn shut 
down everything coifipletcly right now " 

(Canadian producers make no secret of their 
serious interest in setting up shop where wages are 
lower and other costs of operation less than in Canada. 
•And alert .Americans arc aware of it. Representatives 
5d various state development agencies are frequent 
visitors to Edmonton, Calgary and Vancouver, brief¬ 
ing business on opportunities in Washington and 
Dregon, even Montana and Minnesota. 

As an example of the problem being experienced 
by Canadian industry, the Duncan headquarters of 
Uoman Industries Ltd. last week released figures for 
operations ending July 31 compared with the cor¬ 
responding period a year ago: although sales in- 
i reased by 58 per cent, net profits slumped to $47,000 
compared with $873,000. 


'rhis is not to suggest that Doman Industries is 
lonlemplating shifting its base of operations but the 
liguies point up the dilemma of producers who, in 
spite of soaring sales, find their earnings dissipated by 
rapidly rising cost of production. 

"We especially welcome investors with a proven 
record of profitability looking for an opportunity to ex¬ 
pand," said the manager of the Economic Develop¬ 
ment Council of Puget Sound, David Bell, in a recent 
interview in Seattle. 

Mr. Bell disclosed that last month alone he Inter¬ 
viewed the chief executives of 16 Calgary manufactur¬ 
ing firms with a view to encouraging the expansio'n of 
their operations into the Puget Sound area. 

There is already in the American northwest a 
(anadian investment of perhaps $100 million, and it is 
forecast this investment could well double every five 
years, given a continuing state of frustration in this 
country. 

Canadian Industrialists with facilities in both, 
countries maintain their American plants operate not 
only at lower cost, including average wages, but with 
greater productivity. They give as an example of high- 
cost labor the welding trade, where wages are 20 to 25 
per cent higher in Calgary than in the Seattle-Tacoma 
region. 

The situation is not yet critical perhaps, but it 
would be well for communities, as well as govern¬ 
ments, to bear in mind that with the departure of 
Canadian capital to other fields go the jobs provided by 
investment.

Tbe extent to' which 
bureaucrats demand 
knowledge, often at the ex¬ 
pense of the priVhey of the 
general public, can be seen in 
the MortImer-Filkins test 
which was in effect for resi¬ 
dents of Washington. D C . who 
wanted the right to drive an 
automobile. Among the ques¬ 
tions applicants were required 
to answer were those inquiring 
about the elapsed time since 
their last out-of-town vacation, 
their incomes, their debt load 
and whether or not they or 
their spouses had ever had a 
divorce. 

The test was imposed in 
order to spot potential problem 
drinkers. But the questions cer¬ 
tainly had nothing to do with 


the applicant's ability to drive 
an automobile. 

The danger in the test was ob¬ 
vious. A driver’s licence is in¬ 
deed a passport to some jobs, 
to credit, and to other 
privileges, and the branding of 
an applicant at a potential 
drinker could be most damag¬ 
ing to his or her reputation. 

Fortunately for residents of 
Washington, the test has been 
suspended because it faces 
charges that it constitutes an 
invasion of privacy. Unfor¬ 
tunately. the test is almost a 
pattern for bureaucrats who 
want to gather information 
which is not directly related tn 
problems at hand or privileges 
to be granted.

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THOSE OE US who live here in-Lolus Land, have been 
aerused of many things.'Of being insular, of being*, 
icunorlastlc, of being the snobs of British Columbia. Nothing 
is ever said in our defence, about a person's natural right to 
live and work where he or she chooses. And I might add. that 
right does not preclude our payment of all forms of provin¬ 
cial and-or federal taxes. 

( Earlier this waning summer (?) I suggested the resi¬ 
dents of Vancouver Island were the “white niggers" of 
British Columbia because of the drastic increase of ferry 
fares, an impost most unkind to Island residents and certain¬ 
ly an impost not shared by our B.C. brethren on the Mainland 

I HAVE A RELATIVE over in Coquitlam who actually 
sneered at our plight, suggested in no uncertain language 
that if we choose to live on the Isiknd. then it's our own 
damned fault. Tliis sophomoric thinking seems to have 
permeated government action, and government would seem 
to agree with my relative's dogmatic httitude. 

I know that Jack Davis has trotted out lists of figures re 
the cost of ferry operation equated with the cost of highway 
construction and maintenance. But Davis' argument is both 
academic and spurious, for while admittpdiy thousands of 
British Columbians never use the ferry system, thousands of 
Islanders never use thousands of miles of highway within the 
provincial borders. 

SO WE REMAIN white niggers and the connotation 
becomes even more applicable with the PWA canceilation of 
the late flight from Vancouver. And the argiment of Jack 
Cooke, the western regional vice president of PWA, does not 
tell the truth. 

Cooke stated that because Air Canada's flight from 
Toronto now arrives in Vancouver early enough to connect 
'with the 9:45 p.m. Air Canada flight to Victoria, the 10.35 
p m. PWA flight becomes redundant. 

Cooke knows his domestic schedule, and probably knows 
the international schedule as well — but lie conveniently 
overlooks it in his excuse for lesser service to Vancouver . 
Island. 

THE PART HE DIDN'T MENTION Is that Western 
Airlines' flight from Honolulu and CP Air's flight from 
Honolulurdb not arrive in Vancouver in time for Islanders to 
catch the connecting Air Canada flight. Those big 747s dis¬ 
gorge 450 passengers apiece and if 10 per cent of them are 
Island residents, it means 90 passengers are stuck over¬ 
night in Vancouver — an extra expense, another impost for 
being impractical enough to live here.

China's army now holds 
prominent political role

With the death of Chairman Mao Tse-tung. China’s army ^ 
has moved into a more prominent political rold than at any 
time since the downfall and death of Marshal Lin Piao five 
years ago. diplomats here believe. 

A key clue came in the message to the (’hinese people an¬ 
nouncing Mao’s death last Thursday. Included among the 
organizations issuing the message was the Communist Party 
Central Committee’s military commission, which is the rui* 
mg body over the armed forces. Diplomats here say this is 
the first time since the tumultuous great Proletarian 
Cultural Revolution of the late 1960s that the military has 
been includ^assponsor of a major government statement. 

Th’^ army's involvement in China s civilian affairs in¬ 
creased suddenly following the disastrous earthquake that 
struck Hopeh province on July 28. Since the army was best 
equipped to handle emergency relief efforts, officials

Tennis 
bubble 

Oak Bay taxpayers should 
know that their council will 
borrow something over $250,000 
at eight and a half per cent to 
cover the municipality’s share 
of the new tennis courts and 
“bubble” roof. 

They should know that in¬ 
terest charges on this sum plus 
maintenance will be not less 
than $37,300 per year; they 
should know that by an ar¬ 
rangement with the school dis¬ 
trict which donated the land for 
the tennis courts, schools will 
receive three full days «ach 
week without charge. 

This means that the annual 
expense of $37,500 will have to 
be paid from four days each 
week full usage whiclj, should 
be about $720 or $180 daily. 
This minimum rate structure 
would and could not provide 
anything for capita! reduction. 

I was informed that the 
courts would be in use for 18 
hours daily during the four-day 
period. Howqver. in order to 
produce the $180 daily mini¬ 
mum, it is obvious that there 
would have to be full usage, 
and will someone please tell 
me from where the council's 
tennis buffs expect to get 
players from 6 a m. to mid¬ 
night. each day four days a 
week and 52 weeks in the year. 

There is bound to be a big an¬ 
nual loss on this deal, and of 
course. theWpayers will have 
to foot the bill and subsidize the 
tennis players. 

With a steady increase in tax¬ 
ation to cover the ordinary 
business of the municipality, 
any further increases to cover 
losses in the recreation com¬ 
plex would be a striaght rip-off 
and it seems to me that tax¬ 
payers in the municipality 
should inform the council that 
they will not agree to ad¬ 
ditional taxes for a tennis court 
bubble bauble loss.

According to a Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto professor 
teachers are born not created 
from a handful-Aif university 
courses. From the University 
of B.C. a professor backs this 
up by saying that BA simply 
means "barely able." 

These complaints and harsh 
criticisms, however, are ob¬ 
viously words and nothing 
more. Two years ago I started 
a school to offer a solution to 
these problems. Basic skills, 
continuity in lessons, and small 
classes are what I offer. To 
adhere to the present education 
system I did not rely on my 
sincere desire to teach 
(perhaps one of the prere¬ 
quisites of a bom teacher?) but 
also have the university train¬ 
ing to my credit. The response 
I have received however has 
been from parents who want a 
nine-to-three babysitter until 
their child turns 15. I could 
easily have filled my class with 
these students and been finani 
daily secure, but this easy way 
out is definitely not for me. 

"Sour grapes?” — many 
readers might Suggest. 
Perhaps so, because I haven't 
the prestige of other private 
schools as a drawing card. 
However I am not begging for 
students or money. I am simp¬ 
ly asking for the chance to pre¬ 
sent my skills Jo the truly-

main convinced that this is 
(simply a hyprociitical concern

Languages' rules 
Grit legerdemain 


Mr. Yvon Landry’s letter, whidi appeared Sept. 12 in the 
Colonist, states that the citizens of Quebec are contributing 
700 million dollars to the English-speaking school system in 
that province and he indicates that he cannot understand the 
reasons for the objections to bilingualism in British Colum¬ 
bia 

In a previous letter. Mr, Landry pointed out- that 
Quebec s annual tax contribution to the f^eral treasury is 
tour billion dollars and its return in equalization payments is 
only 800 million dollars. 

I should like to draw attention to the other side of the 
statistical coin; namely that approximately 20 per rent lor 
about 12 million) ot the popuiation of Quebec is comprised of 
English-speaking citizens who contribute, in terms of per¬ 
sonal. corporate, property and other taxes, something well in 
excess of the 20 per cent of the total provincial tax r e ve n es. 
In the province of British Columbia the proportion of French- 
speaking citizens is about 5 per cent and in most of the other 
provinces it is less than 10 per cent. 

Further, it should be noted that the English-speaking 
population of Quebec is concetrated in the Montreal area and 
in the Eastern Townships, so that the cost of providing an 
English-speaking school system is proportionally no more 
than that of providing a French-speaking system. 

The four billion dollar contribution is of no significance 
unless compared with the total annual federal budget which 
is approximately 4.3 billion dollars. If Mr. Landry's figures 
are correct, then the 27 per cent of the population of Canada 
represented by the province of Quebec is contributing 
something less than its full share of the cost-of federal opera¬ 
tions. Moreover, the 800 million dollars Mr. Landry quoted as 
being Quebec's share of the equialization payments is 
generous indeed when one considers that British ('olumbia, 
Alberta and Ontario receive no equalization payments .. . 

Bilingualism is a complex issue ... If it were a simple 
question of learning two languages in school for the sake of 
social compatibility between two cultures and of re.serving 
the use of the second language in government and business, 
where it could be justified on practical and commercial 
grounds, then bilingualism would never have become a con* 
troversial issue . n. it would have been a simple matter to 
have subsidized the second language ^efforts of the provincial 
school programs... a whole generation of fluently bilingual, 
young Canadians would not be entering the work force, 
instead, the result is a few hundred partially bilingual, 
middle-aged public servants. 

It is clear by now that the name of the game is not 
bilingualism but political and economic power for the 
French-Canadian minority ... It is not only that English- 
speaking Canada must'pay the lion's share of a useless 
language program but that to a rapidly increasing extent the 
opportunities for Its young people to make a career in the 
federal public servic in Ottawa are diminishing. 

Mr. Landry chastises Victorians for their negative at¬ 
titude tpwards bilingualism in a city where bilingualism does 
not exist — could it be that Victorfl^ are also Canadians? 
May I ask what is the attitude of French ('anadians in Quebec 
('ily. or Chicoutimi, or Montreal, where every effort is being 
made to promote unilingualism? 

Mr Landry should probably be commended for his effort 
to learn (English).. . However. I question whether a signifi¬ 
cant number of the English-speaking majority would have 
the same incentive to learn the language of a minority group, 
most of whom live in one province. Not even the threat of 
Quebec's withdrawal from Confederation is likely to alter 
their attitude because they recognize that the BNA Act's 
prescription of a choice of two official languages in Quebec 
and F>nglish only in the rest of Canada, where English- 
speaking Canadians comprise more than 90 per cent of the 
population, is a reasonable one. and that the more recent Of- 
. ficial Languages Act was political legerde ^ main on the 
part of the federal Liberal government to secure the Quebec 
vote ...

The 
army's performance was repeatedly praised, both in govern 
ment publications and in an earthquake relief rally that was 
held in Peking on Sept. 1. 

Another sign of the arniy's increasing prominence is that 
persistent criticism of it stopped soon after the earthquake 
The criticism, an aspect of the campaign agaiost the policies 
of ousted First Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping. had been 
directed against Teng's stress on developing. modem 
weaponry at the expense of revolutionary spirit among the 
troops. It was also charged that Teng had reinstated military 
officers who had been attacked and removed from authority 
during the ('ultural Revolution. 

The fact that the criticism ended abruptly In August, 
presumably without the reinstated officere being removed 
from power again, suggests that the need for unity became 
the predominant concern of Chinese officials. A likely reason 
. is that officials were then inforrried that Mao would not live 
much longer. 

Officials almost certainly feared that Mao’s death might 
set off disturbances and lead to increased instability of the 
government. They thus turned to the army to insure order. 

“In periods erf instability, the People’s Liberation Army 
(the formal name for the army) stands out as an order 
organization and is for use to bring things under control. ' 
said a Western diplomat. 

Another clue implying that the army resist^ efforts to 
break down its elitist tendency was the selection of National 
Defence Vice Minister Su Yu as the “man in charge’* of the 
military commission. Su was named in this capacity for the 
first time Sunday, wh^ a list of officials attending a funeral 
service for Mao was published. A former army chief of staff. 
Su is considered a professional military man who probably 
advocates modernization of the army. 

Olficial concern about the stability (ff the nation is 
probably not misplaced. Though the anti-Teng campaign has 
demonstrated nothing like the intensity of the Cultural 
Revolution, it has again divided China Into factions. In add! 
tion, a rise in crime in the last tew months has suggested 
that substantial social unrest exists in China. 

The main reason for uncertainty about the army's role is 
that military men. like the nation’s civilian officials, are 
thought to be divided into factions. Though Western analysts 
have at best a limited idea of what the military factions are. 

It is assumed that one major dispute mirrors the long¬ 
standing division of civilians into “moderates” and 
“radicals,” In the military context, the moderates are 
thought to advocate rapid development of modern weaponry 
to improve the army’s relatively weak defence capability; 
the radic.als oppose the stress on weaponry and argue that it 
overlooks the primacy of mojjvated revolutionary troops in 
any mihtary engagement: 

A tftird faction is thought to consist of military meiTwho 
still feel allegiance towards Lin Piao. former defence 
minister and No I deputy to Mao. According to an official 
('hinese report. Lin failed in a coup attempt against Mao in 
1971. then was killed while fleeing when his airplane crashed 
in Mongolia. 

Lin's “coup attempt ’ ended the army's last period of 
dominance in Chinese politics. The army’s role had begun to 
grow at the beginning of the ('ultural Revolution, when Mao 
looked on the army as the model of revolutionary purity. But 
when called upon to assert itself, the army turned out to be 
not a revolutionary but a conservative and stabilizing force. 

When this stance brought the army into conflict with the 
(Jultural Revolution's “radicals.” near chaos developed. The 
army then was called on to reassert central authority. But in 
the ensuing years after the Lin Piao incident, the number of 
military men in civilian positions gradually declined. 

Whereas at one time one-third of the Communist Party 
politburo members were thought to be closely indentified 
with the army, the percentage now is one-fourth. 

The army’s importance was indicated in Mao’s much- 
quoted dictum, “political power grows out of the barrel of 
the gun. ’ But the next sentence^less often remembered, is 
just as important: “Our principle is that the party com¬ 
mands the gun and the gun shall never be allowed to com¬ 
mand the party.” 

^ Accordingly, a political control system run by Com¬ 
munist Party officials exists parallel to the military chain of 
command. In addition, the military commission, which runs 
army affairs, consists of both officers and civilians. The 
combination often causes friction. 

The influence of military men probably increases when, 
as now. tension is high. 

If the army is needed to cope with prolonged tension, 
then its current dispostion towards modernization and 
professionalism (M'obably would go unchallenged.

Accused just 38,

Stephen Ewens Hayes 
seejned to be just one more of 
tlie long line of aging alcohol¬ 
ics and drug addicts who 
often appear in Victoria pro¬ 
vincial court when he was 
brought from custody 
Wednesday to answer a minor 
charge. 

Hayes, who gave Ws 
address as 8 Alma Place, Vic¬ 
toria, wa^ slender almost to 
the point of emaciation. He 
was shaking and looked sick¬ 
ly. His hair wss quite gray 
and court observers speculat¬ 
ed that his age was 55 or 6f).. 

But heads came up f<»r a 
second look when, after plead¬ 
ing guilty to a Victoria charge 
of possession of known stolen 
property and admitting \}t 
had a drug problem. Hayes 
said he was 38 years of age.' 

Prosecutor Robert Mulligan 
eaid Hayes "surrendered him¬ 
self to poUea at Royal Jubilee 
Hospital” about mldniftot 
Thursday, "indicating he had 
narcotic drugs and eaylng he 
wanted to change his ways.”

Hayes also had three neeiUe.s 
and two scalpel blades and 
didn’t say where he got them. 

Total value of xylocatne, 
needles and blades was $5.32. 

Mulligan read a record for 
Hayes which showed the 
former Montreal resident 
started a crime cai'eer at 19 
with a robbery and had three 
more convictions for robbery 
and one for arson by 1970. 

After that Hayes' crime* 


began to slip Into lesser cate¬ 
gories — pMsession of a res¬ 
tricted weapon, possession of 
known stolen property, utter- 
ing and finally, in 10711, mak¬ 
ing a false fire alarm. 

The quiet-spoken Hayta ad¬ 
mitted he had a drug problem 
covering most of his adult 
years but said he was a user, 
Ait an addict, and "I’m trying 
to get straightened around."

Gark said there was a 
marked change in Canada- as 
there had been in the develop¬ 
ment of the Guropean Com¬ 
mon Market —“a change 
which I think could indicate 
a new maturity In Canada 
in our views towards the 
world." 

Gark said that durir^ his 
current tour of Western 
Europe he fotfhd a pro- 
n 0 u n c e d interest among 
French and West German 
companies seeking to invest 


in Canadian uranium develojv 
ment. But they had come up 
againsi touih laws. 

llie Canadian oppositiem 
leader said in reply to a ques¬ 
tion from Bernard Gtrone. of 
the French Societe National 
IrlLF-Aquitalne, which has 
large investments in Canadi¬ 
an oilfields, that for the time 
being the Progressive-Conser¬ 
vative party backed the Tru¬ 
deau government’s policy of 
two-thiids Canadian, one-third' 
foreign investments in any 
Canadian uranium company. 

"But If that poli<^ proves 
unworkable—as indeed we are 
told by our European friends 
— no government would want 


to maintain a law that does 
not woric.'Vhe said. “We want 
to have a thorough look first."

gions offer^. 

Hie Canadian opposition 
leader said there w*a8 a very 
real interest in France and 
elsewhere in the European 
Common, Martcet albout trad¬ 
ing with and Investing in Can¬ 
ada.

'Ibe study compares an¬ 
swers to the same questions 
from different samplings of 
voters, in October, 1972: De¬ 
cember. 1975, and last April. 
Results show a growing cyni¬ 
cism. 

"Government la pretty 
much, run for the benefit of all 
the people" had 53.4 per cent 
of respondents agreeing in 
1972. 48.5 per cent in 1975 and 
46.7 in April.

Lewis convicted 
of lab break-in

, Twenty-foui'-year-old Wen¬ 
dell Sinclaii’ Lewis was found 
guilty Wednesday of Hve 
counts of breaking, entering ‘ 
and theft Jap. 26 at Saanich 
Medical Centre, 3491 Saanich. 

A juiy reached the verdict 
after deliberating little more 
than an hour following a 
2'a-day trial .before Jtidge E. 
J. C. Stewart in county <‘ourt. 

The jiuy found Insufficient 
evidence to convict I.iewi* on 
a sixth charge arising from 
the same, burglary, in whIcJi a 
number of dn.igs. hyiwdentilo 
syringes and two flashlights 
were stolen.- 

'Phe case was adjourned to 
today when Ijewis and Crown 
c^^.sel were to speak to sen¬ 
tence. 

The accused told Siew'art he 
wanted- to change his plea to 
charges of breaking and en¬ 
tering at Stewart and Hudson 
Ltd., and possesslcm of house¬ 
breaking tools and stolen 
property, for which trial had 
iwen set for Sept, 27. RIewart 
said this matter could he spo¬ 
ken to later. 

Lewis, conducting his own 
defence, told the jury the 
Crown's ca.se against him was 
based wholly on circunv 
slantial evidence, of which 
there was not enough to con- 
vmt b^ond a rea.sonable 
doubt.

He 
has a motorcycle and a van 
for that. Besides, there are no 
streetlights along the final 
stretch home and his radio 
station .K>b has him working 
funny hours. 

PeiTin Is strictly a re¬ 
creational bike rider and a 
"fair-weather" one at that. 
And the chances of any of his 
readers meeting up with him 
on any of the 21 Victoria and 
Vancouver area routes he 
chattily describes in the book 
depend on w’hethcr the sun is 
shining and he feels “energet¬ 
ic.”

Fraser Valley, many of them 
were discovered while driving 
around in his car.

picked five years ago in 
his native California where he 
wasn't above pedalling 80 
miles a day just for the fun of 
it. 

The lower Vancouver Island 
area is great fbr cyclists, ac¬ 
cording to Perrin, who thinks 
the g(9eemment should push 
Its advantages to mainland 
tourists. A Victoria-to-

said. 

Perrin decided to write the 
hook last year when he found

From April, 1974, to Oc¬ 
tober, 1975, <mly takeovers by 
foreigiKontrolled firms of Ca¬ 
nadian businesses with gross 
assets of more than $2^,000 
• or gross revenues more 
than $3 million were allowed, 
he said. 

“Now. however, with the 
act in full effect, these lower 
limits do not apply except 
when a foreign-controUed 
firpi already doing business in 
Canada takes over a business 
in a related field.” 

By last month. 357 applica¬ 
tions for permission to ac¬ 
quire control of Canadian bu¬ 
sinesses had been certified as 
reviewable under the act, he 
said. 

Of those, 301 had been dealt 
writh—217 allowed,. 43 disal¬ 
lowed and 41 withdrawn. 

For applications under the 
seroTxi part of the legislation 
- from October. 1975, to July, 
1976—102 proposals had been 
certified as reviewable.

Charley Winner said 
basically the same after beinc 
criticized for playing Namath 
in hopeless situations- 

T^u Holtz says he. too, 
Jhinks Joe is the best but the 
new coach has a different phi¬ 
losophy. In being true to his 
word, he pulled Namath for 
rof^e Richanl Tood Sunday 
at Cleveland in ‘a 38-17 loss to 
the Browns. Although Holt? 
said he \vould switch quarter- 
hacks in goal-line situation, it 
was the first time any roach 
had pulled Namath in a regu¬ 
lar-season game with the Jet* 
In atiiking distance. 

It was late in the third 
quarter with the score 31-10 
and the Jets in a third-and- 
four at the Cleveland four. 
Todd replaced Namath, 
sprinted to his right and shov¬ 
eled off fb Steve Davis to get 
the first down at the one. Na¬ 
math quickly returned but 
was pulled again when he 
couldn't the Jets acrass 
the goal* Todd tried on a 
plunge, but was stopped a hel¬ 
met short.: 

"Yes.” Holtz said, obviously 
still shaken by the defeat, 


"we plan on playing Todd 
more and more inside. Yes, 
inside the 20 . hut it all de- 
l>ends on the team we’re play- 
\nf'. His mobility has given us 
a new dimension down there." 

The indication is Todd will 
I)lay more outside 'Oie 20 , Uk), 
and possibly move Namath 
out as No. 1 befme the .season 
ends. That is. if the Jets con¬ 
tinue to lose with Namath, 
and there Is no indi( ati<ai he 
can turn Ihings around by 
himself. 'Ibis appears to he 


th* aaine mediocre team of 
last seas<m, a team capable of 
scoring sufficient points to 
win but incapable of stopping 
the opposition frwn scoring 
more points. 

"Namath is our quarter- 
htu-k, and he'll be starting.” 
Holtz said. "I don't anticipate 
a chanjce. I feel I have an 
obligation to everybody on the 
football team (o win a.s many 
gamea as possible. I don’t 
know what the future holds, 
though." 


Namath Indicated he had 
expected what appears to be 
taking place. 

"When I asked to.be traded 
(to I 4 O 8 Angeles after last sea¬ 
son) I knew they (the Jets) 
would be rebuilding.” he said. 
"I saw this situation and now' 
I’ve geared myself to it. I 
know the more playing time 
they get him (Todd), the bet¬ 
ter off they’ll be in the long 
run. 

"I’m not Insulted. I’ve been 


in football kmg enough to t'e- 
alize this possibility (being re¬ 
placed by Todd) has to be. I 
hear things said, read things, 
and I understand w'hen you’re 
in public life you get cri¬ 
ticized. I don't like and don't 
agree with some of the things 
I hear, but'It’s part of being 
in this game.” 

Holtz said that criticism of 
Namath, who completed only 
15 of 31 passes for 1.37 yards 
against Oeveland. wouFd he 
unjust.

dropped passes," Holt/ said, 
"and he had to throw under 
great duress many times. I 
still bolieNj^ Joe Namath is an 
excellent quarterback," 

Still, Holtz intends to luse 
Tt)dd W'hen he wants a more 
mfjblle offence. "When IVxid 
[days, it will be because we 
think fie has a better chance 
to win in that situation, and 
that will he the only ifason,” 
Holly, said. 

"Tve got confidence In that 
thing (goal-line offence) down 


there." Namath said. "I think 
we can do fine with it: we’ve 
got a man wbo can run. Look, 
part • of my job is heU^ing 
'Todd, too. Contrary to certain 
opinion. I am a team man and 
I want tliis team to inrvprove.'|_ 
Namalh woulchnot find fault 
with ^y of his teammates, 
but with better blocking from 
the line and running backs 
capable of churning out a 
yard or two Inside the five, 
(here would be no need to 
replace -him with a ninning 


quarterback. Washington’s 
Billy Kilmer has less mobility 
than Namath but George 
Allen didn’t yank him for Joe 
Theismann in the final 
quarter Sunday against the 
Giants. 


Namath wouldn't offer an 
opinion on that. "We didn’t 
win," he said. "I definitely 
feel we can get more offence. 
I don’t want to let myself get 
down. It's a natural thing to 
get depressed after a IcaS. but 
I won't let myself get down ”

Ron 
Bentley and Peter Voth, who 
v.en among the first nightere 
at Equus, read in part: 

’‘Equus ... lasted for ap¬ 
proximately 2^ hours with a 
20-niinute intermission. The 
theme of this play was basi¬ 
cally about a young man (17 
years) being mentally con- 
Kised due to his upbringing, 
as the mother was very reli¬ 
gious and the father was an 
atheist. 

“As a result, the young man 
formed an obsesskav towards 
a horse actually being his god 
w’hich he worshipped. Also, 
when he rode the horse; it 
gave him sexual satisfaction. 

“Due to this plot, it is our 
opinion that'his was not blas¬ 
phemous as we understand 
>)lasphemy to be outlined in 
the Crimitpl Code. 

‘‘As to jjudity and 
sex ... there was a scene 
lasting approximately four 
minutes during which time a 
female and a male (distuthed 
male) removed their clothing 
and performed in the nude. 

“This performance was of a 
serious nature and not an ex¬ 
ploitation of a sex act, whl 
would keep it from fallln 
within the meaning of Immoi 
al. indecent or otecene pei^ 
formance.” 

Perhaps lustifiably there 
was considerable muttering 
among theatre types about 
the police attendance. It’s a 
cliche to be sure but the hvo 
detectives were just doing 
'their job, and not on spme 
sort of stationhouse—induced 
witch hunt on a quiet night. 

There was n collective sigh 
of relief that nothing came of 
their visit If Equus had to go 
under the scrutiny of the lasv 
It would have been much 
more preferable that Peter 
Shaffer’s message wras car¬ 
ried by a first-rate produc¬ 
tion. 

Admittedly tfft with 

its nudity, did break new 
ground in Victoria, but that’s 
hardly worth noting. But for 
these who wanted so much fojr 
the Victoria debut of one of 
the moat talked-about plays of 
the decade to succeed, last 
Thursday ni^ remains a sad 
occa.sion.. 

There was more than just 
Robert Price’s vindication 
and Kaleidoscope’s reputation 
riding on this production. It 
w'as the plav that should have 
shown all those doubters thgt 
theatre isn’t just so much 
pageantry and posing. 

Rather, theatre is emo- 
tionallv honest and provoca¬ 
tive. It lives rather than 
struts. 

Well it’s now up to Dorr Shi¬ 
pley and his production of 
Creeps to set the record 
straight.

Tuna elude fishermen 


ST. JOHN’S. Nfld. (CP) — 
The giant bluefin tuna, often 
weighing in excess of 600 
pounds, has begun eluding 
local fidtermen with the same 
success die fishermen used to 
reel them in by the dozens 
each year. 

The curved dorsal fins of 
the giant fish, sold in conti¬ 
nental Eun>pe as dog food 
and in Japan as a delicacy 
costing more ttian 71 a pound, 
have been spotted In large 
numbers but few have been 
landed this year. 

Fishermen have begun to 
abandon the search for the 
now elusive bluefin and are 
t|iming to other species'.' 

'Tuna filing was introduced 
in the northern regions <if 
Newfoundland In the late 
19606 and at that time it was 
hoped the project would be a 
success for the hard-pressed 
fishermen whose ^Incomes 
have decline sharply in re¬ 
cent years. 


Hwever, while the New¬ 
foundland fishermen have 
been practically luckless in 
their searcb for tuna this 
year, the story is exactly 
posite for the small Japanese 
vessels that have begun fish¬ 
ing in waters off New¬ 
foundland. 

One of the Japanese v-essels 
was in port here receffUy for 
prorisions. fler captain re¬ 
ported he had taken about 15 
tons of tuna off the Grand 
Banks in a few days of fish¬ 
ing. 

The ever-reeourceful Japa¬ 
nese fishermen are also 
catching sharks this year and 
while the bodies are discarded 
the fins are being saved as 
the basic stock for shark-fin 
tfoup, a favorite meal among 
the Japanese fishermen.

In two minutes the boat was 
dashing across the water at 
nearly 50 miles an hour, with 
fiye feet of air between the 
Puget Sound waters and the 
hull of the 110-ton craft. The 
only things touching the water 
w’ e r e <!omputer>controlled 
steels foils — the boat’s un¬ 
derwater “wings." 

Two hours later, the Flying 
Ppincess dodced in Victoria 


in a demonstration Tuesday of 
the SeattJe-VIctoria round trip 
it will make each day for at 
least 46 days, beginning^ ^Vi- 
day. The first-day run is 
bo^ed solid and for the dura¬ 
tion of the test nearly half the 
seats are booked already'. 

Sponsors hope the Hying 
^Princess will be the first of 
dozena of hydrofoil boats even¬ 
tually transporting commut¬ 
ers and other travellers from 
Vancouver Island to the main¬ 
land and also in New York. 
Boston, Miami, Los Angeles 
and other coastal metropoli¬ 
tan areas of the United 
States. 


Allergy centre

“We believe the hydrofoil 
has a tremendous role to play 
in the future of Northwest 
water travel." said David 
Price, an official of B.C.

A c<mputer 
does most of the work. 

Ultrasonic sensors measure 
the height of the water 10 
times a second, and that in¬ 
formation is transmitted to a 
sophisticated computer. The 
computer automatically ad¬ 
justs the underwater foil flaps 
to regulate the movement of 
the boat ^ up and down and 
sideways. 

The computer is pro¬

a .steady ride. 

As a result, the, ride is 
about as smooth as a cbm- 
mopcial jet airplane, and, in 
fact, the passenger comparl- 
ment of the Flying Princess 
I'esenibles that of a Boeing 
747. 

The Boeing company de¬ 
signed and built the Filing 
Princes.s at a cost of $7.5 mil¬ 
lion. It Is identical to Boeing 
hydrofoil boats already 
operating in Hawaii and Hong 
Kong, but it will be the only 
hydn>f()il operating com- 
merically in North America. 

Once before, in 1968. there 
was an attempt to e.stablish 
hydrofoil passenger Ber\’i7*e be¬ 
tween .Seattle and Victoria. 

But the 75-jias.senger Vic¬ 
toria strude a lug on i^e of its 
voyages, breaking a foil. It 
never resumed full service 
without complications. 

Boeing officials said the 
Flying Princess had sliced 
through logs two feet in diam¬ 
eter during tests. And they 
said the boat had a “fuse" 


system which would cauM the 
foil struts to recml safely 
should they strike an object 
that could not be sliced. 

Three companies Boeing. 
HX'. Steamship and Georgian 
(Julf Cruises Lid. are c«>- 
s{K>nknring the trial of the 
Flying Princess from Sept. 17 
through Nov. 1 to see if it can 
lure enough people away from 
other modes of trans{K>rtation, 
principally the airplane. 

“We don’t see the hydiofoil , 
as comiietition for the ferries , 
or the steamship Princess 
Marguerite.’’ said Price, who 
is su|>erintendent of fiassenger 
service for B.C. Steamship. 

The Flying Princess can 
complete the Seattte-VIctoria 
run in one hour and 50 min¬ 
utes. The Princess Mar¬ 
guerite, which <m^rate5 only 
during the tourist sea.s(^, 
takes four hours and 15 min¬ 
ute. 

Pacific ‘Western Airlines 
has flights between Seattle 
and Pat Bay. which is a 30- 
minute car ride from Vic¬ 
toria. A round-trip airplane 
ticket costs $47. 


'Ihe B.C. government has 
approved a round-trip adult 
fare of $.30 for the Flying 
Princess. At that price, said 
officials, half the boat’s 2.30 
seats would have to be filled 
to break even.

One ni tiie most difficult 
vpffptablef to grow really well 
is the on)<Hi. The difficulty is 
recognized officially, hence in 
most hortibultural shows and 
exhibitions, you are allotted 
nine pc^ts for a prize-winning 
onion as against only fbur for 
a cucumber or five for a tur- 
'*nlp. 

Not only do onions need 
richer and more generously 
manured toil than most N-ege- 
tablea. MA it is a constant 
battle to keep thepi free from 
ma^oli, thripa and disease. 
Firashing ihetn off is a partic¬ 
ularly Mcky business and It 
is quite a common thing to 
run Into exa^rating difficul¬ 
ties toward the end of the 
growing season. 

Especially when the late 
summer turns cool and damp, 
it is sometimes difficult to 
persuade the stupid things tn 
sti^ growing and start ripen¬ 
ing. This is important, too. for 
if you harvest an onion while 
it it still in active growth, it 
won't keep in winter storage. 

If onions would only behave 
(he way the garden books say 
they should, the foliage should

Fbr years I have had the 
wistful notion that my great 
contribution to society, if I 
were ever to make ^ene. 
would be the elimination of 
the weekend. 

Though It is generally re¬ 
garded as a good thing, and 
has even inspired such semi¬ 
religious cults as Thank God 
Iff Friday (TGOF), it Is my 
belief that the weekend, espe¬ 
cially as observed in North 
America, has brought more 
misery into the world than 
Joy. 

Yes. we have TGIF — those 
memb«w of the working 
claases who live only for the 
weekend; but we also have 
OGIM (Oh. God. Ifs Mon¬ 
day), which holds tte week¬ 
end to be a wicked delusion, 
and MoWday a day of retribu¬ 
tion. Oddly, certain kinds of 
peof^ are comfortahle. or 
peitiapH the world should be 
uncomfortable, in both groups. 

There is something sad 
about TGIF, just as there is 
something sad about any reli¬ 
gion that observes <mly Sun¬ 
day as the sabbath, because it 
represents a foilure tn find 
fulfilment in the other days of 
the w^: an iUueory search 
for comfort, jay and salvation 
in some haven outside the 
daily routine of work and lei¬ 
sure. 

The worst folng about the 
werkend is that everybody has 
it at the same .time; almost 
everybody, that is; of course 
In a great industrialized 
country millions of people 
work Saturdays and Sundays 


mg yellow hm 
may start fwllng over ^their 
own accord in tarty Sep- 
temb^. 

More often than not, though, 
the stubborn plants just keep 
growing, standing green 
and upright, and if you w'ant 
to get them ripened for winter 
storage, you have to give 
them a strong hint that the 
honeymoon is over. 

The tradltioiMl way of Jolt¬ 
ing an cnkn out of its youth¬ 
ful habit of growth is to bend 
down the b^s, which cuts off 
the fupply of sap to the leaves 
and starts the bulb ripening. 
The tops are usually bent to¬ 
ward me north, so as not to 
cast any shade on the bulbs, 
which need all the sun they 
can get. 

Hiere Is some danger in 
this technique, though, unless 
It is done at the correct stage 
of growth. If the tops are bmt 
Over while'i}fi*ttle and turgid 
wi^ sap. they may break and 
crack at the bend, and this* 
hac the same effect as harvest¬ 
ing the buibs too eariy—they 
won’t keep well in winter 
storage. 


If the tops are too In-ittle to 
bend with^t cracking, some 
degree of limpness can be in¬ 
duced by going along the row 
with a digging fork, inserting 
the tines on the slant under 
eadi bulb and prying up gent¬ 
ly and cautiously, only .hist 
enough to break a few of the 
dee(>er roots. Just a little up¬ 
ward pressure Is enough, and 
you can usually feel the deep 
mots snap under the tension. 
The tops should start to die 
down naturally soon after this 
root-4>reaking operation. 

As soon as the tope are limp 
enough, bend them over to¬ 
ward the north. It Is a good 
'idea, at the same time, to do 
a little weeding around the 
bulbs so the tim can get at 
them and hasten the ripaning 
process. The scttl should be 
scratched away with the fin¬ 
gers. txx). BO each bidb is sit¬ 
ting right up on top of the soil 
with only its roots un¬ 
derground. 

^Vhen the tops are about half 
dead — more yellow than 
g reen even though not com¬ 
pletely turned — it is safe to 
take up the bulbs. Forking 


them out la better than pull¬ 
ing them up by the scruff of 
the neck, ds this pulling tends 
to crack the protective outer 
skin. 

Once out of the ground, 
onions need a further perioc^ 
of drying and ripening In thi^ 
sun. A sun porch Is ideal for 
this, or you can spread them 
out on any handy s^ace. tiun- 
Ing them every day or two to 
make sure all sid^ get their 
full quota"Qr Sbnshine. I know 
one clever and keen gardener 
nho hangs her onions out on 
the clothes line with spring 
clothes pegs! 

'fhe ripening and drying Is 
complete when the dead roots 
and tops crumble when 
rubbed, and at this point your 
onions are ready to be stored 
in a cool, dry, airy place. In 
cleaning them, don’t remove 
any skin unless it is Already 
loose, and handle the bulbs as 
gently as eggs, for one tiny 
bruise can start a vriK>le bag¬ 
ful to rotting. 

Any onions with thick necks 
should be used up first, as 
these will not keep in good 
condition for any length of 
time.

The insane rhythm of life in 
North America can be under- 
sfobd by going down to the 
marina on a nice weekend 
when thousdande of weekday 
desk workers are JosUing 
each other In their little 
boats, and again oh the fol¬ 
lowing Monday when the 
boats that survived are back 
in theu* slips. Idle and Ig¬ 
nored. like so many bens in a 
chicken mn. 

The tame tort of phenome¬ 
non occurs al’beaches. parks, 
tennis courts and restaurants: 
feast and famine; admpty be¬ 
cause we are to unalterably 
attuned to custom that the ob¬ 
vious advantogea of the re¬ 
volving weekend, wW'rii Is 
what I propose, are not even 
thougbl of. 

I startled a timid cTusade 
f(M- the revolving weekend 
some years ago, it may be 
remembered by a few, but 
got no encouragement except 
from a scattering of OGIM 


people. In view of that failure, 
and the similar fate of my 
other causes. 1 am probably 
foolish to bring It up again. 
But one never knows when an 
idea's tinie has oome. 

I recall being remchstrated 
with by (Mie two clergymen 
who pointed out that if we had 
no weekend and no sabbath, 
why then every day wtxUd be 
the sabbath, and men of their 
profession would be required 
to preach a sermon every 
day, or at least five days a 
week. 

This is a frivolous argu¬ 
ment. There Ml no reason why 
a preacher should not preach 
five days a week, just as a 
banker banks five days a 
week and a shoe shine man 
shines shoes. They are all en¬ 
titled to their weekends, \Mt 
under my plan they wouldn’t 
he stuck vrith Sattmlay and 
■ Sunday. They could take 
Wednesday and Thursday, for 
example, or Sunday and Mon¬ 
day. In fact, If we are ever to 
e.scape this ancient cage, our 
clergymen must lead the way. 
Nothing would do more for 
the cause, it seems to me. 
that a sign posted on the 
church door of a Sunday 
morning; GONE FISHING. 
BACK TUESDAY. 

No one would expect a cler¬ 
gyman to prepare five dif- 
ferwJt sermons for one week, 
since each day, presumably, 
he would face a congregation 
who had not heard him the 
day before. Thus Tuesday’s 
sermon would last the we^, 


and he would need to write no 
more than he doea now. 

It seems to me. anyway, 
that a sermon, like leather 
and wine, improves with age 
if handled properly. I recall 
the vicar in A Handful erf Dust 
who had served most of his 
life in India, but found on tak¬ 
ing a new post In the English 
countryside that the tattered 
sermons with which he had 
instructed the souls of His 
Majesty's soldiers abroad 
were accepted without com¬ 
plaint by the villagers at ^ 
home. 

I don’t know how to prove It 
mathematically, but I have an 
idea that our schools would be 
less crowded If they were 
open seven days a week, 
some children attending Mon¬ 
day through Friday, some 
Tuesday through Saturday, 
and BO on. We wciid have to 
hiril more teachers, but the 
work woukl be good for them, 
and our schools would no 
longer stand empty two days 
a week, open only to vandale. 

I’m ri<nnf what I can. My 
days off ire Thursday. Tfs 
true tt>at If the revolving 
weekend were adopted my 
TTtursdays would be more 
crowded, but not as crowded 
as Saturdays and Sundays are 
now. I am willing to make 
that aacriClce for ^the general 
good. 

Btit J 
don’t know: 5*ome of rtiy 
friends say that not hearing 
any senTHMis ia beginning to 
tell on my character.

Mystery in the universe 




Superstition is irrational be¬ 
havior, dressed In a garb 
which gives it raticnal ap¬ 
pearance. Instead of exercis¬ 
ing the divine gift of reason 
and intelligent insight, we vic¬ 
timize ourselves by irrational 
thought. 

It is sometimes easier and 
less taxing tq blame our fail¬ 
ure on “fOTces" outside of our 
power — we escape the tor¬ 
ments of reason, which after 
ill, is another way <rf defining 
conscience. We falsely blame 
our lack of success upon the 
empty bottles we may have 
passed that day on the way to 
tha office. 

We feared. dcMibted, “es¬ 
caped" from reality or 
shunned responsibility — and 
thus failed. The empty bot¬ 
tles. however, are a more 
convenient “reason" for ’ex¬ 
plaining" the failure we ref¬ 
use to think about or bear on 
our own riwukiers. 

Tn cut through much of our 
cdnfualon. a vwA of clarifica¬ 
tion la necessary about the 


difference hetw'een the ratio¬ 
nal, the irrational and the 
non-ralional activities ol man. 

Psychologists would agree 
with theologians that not all 
of man's b^aviour is 8uscer>' 
tiUMo reasonable analysis. If 
it were, there could be no love 
or compassion, for these are 
not aspects of mans’ rational 
behavior — they emerge 
rather from the non-ratlonal 
realm of our being. Man Is 
more than a “reasonable anl- 
maU** be is a feeling as well 
as a thinkii^; creature. 

Without the emoti<mal di¬ 
mension in our life, we could 
not survive fpr the pnxw of 
human existence must be 
blended with its poetry Pas¬ 
cal was profoundly right when 
he suggested: The heart hath 
its rea.spns which reason doth 
not know. 

We must avoid confusing 
the nan-ratkmal. poetical 
aspects <rf human life with 
downright Irratloiial behavior. 
IrratlanaUty Is not only the 
enemy of reason, it also per¬ 


verts emotion. Some people 
are literally capable of “lov¬ 
ing their neighbors" to death 
— an irrational use of good 
sentiment 

Those who pervert their 
emotions In ways which de¬ 
stroy reality create dishar¬ 
mony and make nonsense out 
of what could be healthy and 
sound emotional feeling. 

While perfectly willing to 
accept the non-rational aa 
norma! and usefol, high reli- 
gi(w> is the enemy of irratio¬ 
nality. A truly spiritual ap¬ 
proach to life requires that 
men become aware of their 
own powers and e.xpk>it this 
awareness tn the service of 
the good, the true and the 
beautiful. 

To believe in God, there¬ 
fore, cannot suggest a belief 
tn the utter powerlessness of 
man. To believe In God jnen 
must demcmatrate an aware¬ 
ness tiiat Nature operates ac¬ 
cording to plan. To believe in 
• God is to destroy the illusion 
of ancient idolatry that the 


world Is populated by spirits, 
demons, forces or {ates which 
art capriciously, wmtrolling 
the universe in ways not sus¬ 
ceptible to law. 

To believe In God Is to say 
that we also have faith In 
man; that man is callable of 
enlarging his reasoning 
powers, increasingly ^to under¬ 
stand the laws by ^Ich the 
universe is governed, ^’en 
though he may not always 
plumb its deepest secrets. 

We may not be able to ex¬ 
plain fully why we love those 
whom we do; always, a mys¬ 
tery enshrouds love and Ha 
final and ultimate signifi¬ 
cance may elude us. 

But this should not suggest 
that because we cannot under¬ 
stand it completely, we must 
not love. 

The existence of mystery In 
the jinivers^is what makes 
men and not gods. But tha 
divine incentive to man. 
whidi urges him to use rea-- 
son as far as It will go. is that 
maTies us men and not ani¬ 
mals.

Overheard at the weekly 
bridge club: “If vou aren't big 
enough for criticism, then 
you’re too small for pralfle.” 

Today’s slam was a gpod 
one and declarer was 
unlucky lo go down. Worse 
yet, she was playing with a 
partner who not only remem¬ 
bered quotations, but could 
also lecture on how the hand 
should have been played. 

Declarer won the heart 
king and drew three round of 
trumps. I^e ace and king of 
clubf came next and East dis¬ 
carded a heart. A club loser 
was now inevitable and 
declarer was reduced to 
guessing who had the queen 
of diamonds. If West it. 
declarer should finesse. If 
East held it, then it would be 
best to eliminate the hearts 
and play the ace, king and 
uck 01 diamonds, giving 
^8t the lead and forcing a 
ruff and discard. 

In practice, declarer took a 
losing diamond finesse and 
East exiled with a diamond. 
West later took a dub. the 
slam was down one. and the 
discussion started. 

North offered, “You were 
unlucky, but you should have 
made that slam." South de¬ 
fended. “Well. I saw the 
elimination play but it was a 
pure guess as to who held the 
diamoncl queen.” 

“That was a guess all right, 
but you still went wrong.

U.MTAU. Rhodesia (UPI) 
— Prime Minister Ian Smith 
Wednesday asked his Rhode¬ 
sian Front Party for approval 
to join Secretary of Slate 
Henry Kissinger’s efforts to 
prevent racial war in South¬ 
ern Africa, party officials 
said. 

The prime minister’s hard¬ 
line opponents said Smith was 
trying to water down Rhode¬ 
sia’s strict segregationist iwli- 
cies. 
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In a dramatic speech at the 
closely-guarded conference 
site, two miles from the Mo¬ 
zambique border refuge of 
black nationalist guerrillas, 
one leader said Kissinger’s 
. global f)eaee missions have 
“lost ground” for western civ- 
ilizaticKi. 

The country's entire leader¬ 
ship, guarded by inx^s, as¬ 
sembled for the three-day 
congress. 

Smitir Thursday will outline 
a plan for new negotiations 
over majority rule in this 
white-run country, party of¬ 
ficials said. Previus constitu-. 
tional talks between white and 
black Rhodesians collapsed 
and black nationalist groups 
have launched a guerrilla war 
to overthrow the smith re¬ 
gime. 

The prime minister report 
tedly will meet with Kissinger 
in South Africa next week if 
he gets a mandate from his 
party. 

Party officials at the three- 
day Rhodesian Front congress 
said Smith seeks a goahead 
to discuss American proposals

tails. 

Kissinger said he is not as¬ 
suming the failure of his mis¬ 
sion. adding. “We have not 
given ig) hope of a peaceful 
solution to the problems of 
Rhodesia, South Africa and 
Namibia.” 

South Africa maintain.s con¬ 
trol, over Namibia, or South- 
1^'est Africa, over the t^jposi- 
tion of the United Natiens. 

Kissinger suggested 
Nyerere may have empha¬ 
sized his discouragement to 
impress American.s and Soqiif 
African Prime Minister John 
Vorster, with whom Kissinger 
meets this weekend. 

Nyerere said he ha.s told 
Kissinger he would oppose 
any meeting betw*een the sec¬ 
retary and Rhodesian Prime 
Minister Ian Smith. “Africa 
won't be happy at that,” he 
said, referring to the conti¬ 
nent’s black-led countries. 

Kissinger has pledged not to 
meet with anyone or take any 
actions without first being' 
asked to do ^ by black Afri¬ 
can leaders. 

Nyerere noted that Britain 
and both black and white Af¬ 
ricans have tejed and failed to 
resolve the Rhodesian prob-. 
lem. He said he ex|>ects Kis¬ 
singer’s mission to fall too. 
but added that it “can clarify 
the issues for the americans.” 

He said iblack guerrillas ask 
no U.S. military aid or favors 
because they can get them 
elsewliere. They seek only 
understanding for the justice 
of an armed struggle in case 
chances of a peaceful solution 
collapse, he said.

Pennies should go^ 
VlS. study advises 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
government • sponsored study 
recommends the U.S. elimi¬ 
nate pennies by 1960 and re¬ 
place half-'dollars with a new, 
Kiiialler dollar coin, the U.S. 
Mint said Wednesday. 

The yStudy, conducted for 
the mint by Research Trian¬ 
gle Institute, said <me reason 
the penny should be removed 
was that it was expensive to 
make. 

The researchers said as the 


buying power of the pbnny 
had dropped, the coin tended 
to circulate less freely, forc¬ 
ing the mint to increase pro¬ 
duction to meet demand. 

They estimated pennies ac¬ 
counted for 73 per cent of the 
19 billion coins minted annual¬ 
ly. and would account for 90 
per cent of estimated produc¬ 
tion of 41 billion coins by 1990 
if they remained in circula¬ 
tion.

The animals and birds that 
do find their way to Taylor's 
sanctuary arrive via a variety 
of avenues. 

Some are taken there by 
thoughtful and caring per¬ 
sons, others come seeking the 
company of their owa Wnd. 
and then there are those who 
are simply “dropped over the 
fence” by individuals obvious¬ 
ly wishing the animal, or 
bird, no harm but yet not 
wishing to become involved or 
identified. * 


To Tim Taylor it makes lib 
tie difference how they arrive, 
or how many varieties op sjK*- 
cies there are at his preserve. 
However, he does draw the 
line at gulls and crows. They 
are simply not welcome, al¬ 
though he would not turn one 
away if in need. 

To the observer, it Is appar¬ 
ent Taylor thoroughly enjoys 
his work with the animals and 
birds, and it is equally appar¬ 
ent he knows how best to go 
about doing his chosen hobby. 

He cares for his guests, for 
they are truly giiesls, with an 
undoi-standing and compas¬ 
sion that is recognized and re-i 
warded by his “friends.’’ It 
seems that once a feathered 
guest leams that no harm will 
befall it, the creature stays on 
and cm. and In the case of 
some, for years past their 
normal life ex|>eotancy.

Cavalcade drives 
rough point home

CUMBERLAND — "The 
present logging roads should 
be upgraded and opened to 
limited access between Alber¬ 
ni and Oomox valleys.” Alber¬ 
ni MLA Robert Skelly told 
some 150 new-route biters 
here earlier this week. 

Bob Nikolaisen of Cum-' 
bcrland, president of the As¬ 
sociated Qiarnbers of Com¬ 
merce of Vancouver I.sland. 
also pledged that this pro¬ 
posed link betw'een Alberni 
and Comox Valley would be 
at “the top of the chamlier’s 
priority list." 

Tliirty two vehicles and 
about 90 people made their 
way across some 30 miles of 
the proposed “alternate link” 
between Alberni and Cum¬ 
berland. 

They were' met halfway by 
Nikolaisen and tVilllc tVll- 
liamf. Cumberland Chamber 


of Commerce vice-president, 
and wei'e guided through a 
maze of logging roads. 

Arriving in Cumberland 
four hemrs after leaving Al¬ 
berni, and after removing and 
abandoned vehicle from their 
path and returning one of the 
cavalcade trucks back on die 
road, the travellers were 
treated to food and drinks by 
the Cumberland chamber. 

, The tvvio areas have been 
promoting this connection as 
an alternate access. 

The p^op^)sed llrtc, plus tlie 
Parksville^berni Highway 
and the main Island Hij^-ay, 
would form a triangle drive 
which wxmld also be beneficial 
to tourism, the link’s backers 
contend. 

They also point out that new 
areas would be opened for 
hunting fishing; Comox 
Valley residents would lie 
able to commute to Allierni 
Valley, and many other bene¬ 
fits would accrue. t 


They also said tliat a trial 
use of present logging roads 
would shovv vthether there 
was a demand for the link as 
claimed by its protagonists. 

As a further step. Cum¬ 
berland council will be hold¬ 
ing a dinner meeting soon, 
and hopes to bring represent¬ 
atives of various councils and 
chambers of commerce to¬ 
gether, with a view of making 
a formal request to the pro¬ 
vincial government for action. 

As Rodney Bevan of the 
Cumberland chamber said, 
“the im|)ortant thing about 
the whole process is to keep 
the iiressure on the govern¬ 
ment and to keep public inter¬ 
est in. and demand for. the 
road high.” 

His words were echoed 1^' 
Port Alberni Aid. Bryan I.Ath- 
an. who said: “We.all have to 
get together and make this 
road a reality."

CAMPBKLl! RIVER A 
simmering disiwte betvveen 
residents of the Jc^ Perkins 
Memorial Housing Unit and 
the Royal Canadian Legion 
over proposed rent increases 
has boiled over into the politi¬ 
cal arena, the • Colonist 
learned this week. 

The pensiwiers, protesting 
increases they claim run as 
high as 50 per rent, have sent 
letters to Premier Bennett 
and Comox MLA Karen San¬ 
ford. plus a sjieclal petition 
signed by 19 residents to 
Housing Minister Hugh 
Curtis. 

Mrs. Isabel Graham. 
siKikesman for the residents 
at the 20-unit comple.x on 13th 
Avenue, said If rent hikes pix>- • 
|)osed by the directors of the 
John Perkins Memorial Hous¬ 
ing Society are allowed to go 
through, "it could bankrupt 
us.” 

Mrs. Graham said she sent 
the letter to Bennett asking 
for help after r«it increases 
were announced July 28, but 
has received no reply. 

The norice. dated July 28. 
states that as of Sept. 1. the 
rent for single units would be 
SI 14, up. from $76, and $147 for 
double units, up from SSL 

NO l':XPIJiNATION for the 
rent increase was given in the 
notice.' 

Mrs. Graham said residents 
were verbally told the in¬ 
creases were designed to 
bring rates at ttie four-year- 
old John Perkins unit in line 
with existing rates at the 
42-uni> Seth Norton wing, 
opened last August. 

At the same time, it was 
verbally announced that the 
amount of the rent increases 
would be rebated to residents 
every three months, she said, 
but again no explanation was 
given. 

THE SPOKESMAN said she 
immediately phoned the offK'e 
of the rentalsman in Van¬ 


couver asking if the rent 
hikes were legal. 

“But the office told me it Is 
a non-profit society and has 
nothing to do with u.s.” she 
said, iiviicating the current 
10.6-per-cent rent increase 
ceiling does not apply to so¬ 
cieties administering housing 
complexes, 

C. K. Lutes, another rosi- 
dent, said he contacted the 
local government agent-after 
the announcement to com¬ 
plain about the shori notice 
given. 

“THE iiOVJJlN.MENT 
agent phoned the rentalsman 
about eight times and found 
out tliey (the .society! had to 
give us three months notice.” 

l.*iles said a couidt of days 
later a notice was jiosted on 
the complex bulletin board 
stating the increases would 
not take effect until Nov. 1. 

Mrs. Graham said when the 
increases were announced, 
residents were also told they 
would receive a rebate on 
rent increases every tliree 
mexiths. 

BUT AT THE same time, a 
$27 rebate sent to resident.^ 
every two months would be 
absorbed into the rent hike, 
she said. The two-month re¬ 
bate which reduced rents to 
within 25 per cent of jien- 
' sioner’s incomes, is a provin¬ 
cial program. 

Ms. Sanford said she would 
investigate the matter wben 
she returned to her office in 
two days. 

She said preliminaiy inqui¬ 
ries disclosed -that rent cwi- 
trols do not apply to non¬ 
profit societies. 

H(nVEVER> SHE said she 
-intended to'find out what the 
situation is and why the sud¬ 
den Increases are being ini¬ 
tiated. 

She said she also plans to 
communicate with the hous¬ 
ing department staff (or Infor¬ 
mation “as soon as I get back.. 
in a couple oi days.”

Like most people who hav e 
sympathy and a.sott s|X)t in 
their hearts for dumb ani¬ 


mals. he to(A ilie deer h >mc. 
He then built a cage for his 
new-found pet and allowed it 
to run and grovTin the free¬ 
dom of Taylor's front yard. 
-Eventually the deer became 
too large to keep and Taylor, 
who was working on a light¬ 
house-tender vessel at the 
time, took the animal to one 
of the» many sparsely-populat¬ 
ed islands wfu^ dot the B.C. 
coast. 

For years the deer lived a 
hupi^ and rewarding life on 
the island until, according to 
the lighthouse keeper, the ani¬ 
mal fell to its death from a 
cliff. 

In 1948, he and his wife 
moved to Lantzville, where he 
got started again, only this 
time wHh much more room to 
care for the variety of wildlife 
that was to come his way dur¬ 
ing the ^ext 18 years.

School costs 
can he cut

More than $2.2 million can 
l>e cut from the 1976 Greater 
Victoria school budget, trust¬ 
ees were told at Tuesday 
night’s committee meeting. 

In a lengthy report by CJolln 
Glover, assistant superin¬ 
tendent of schools (business), 
.savings of $2,208,^5 were 
forecast in the $42,462,290 
operating budget, which had 
drawn considerable fire from 
politicians and education de- 
l>artment officials, including 
Rducatmn' Minister Pat Me- 
Geer. 

* In M.s covering statement. 
Glover noted savings in the- 
area of em|)loyee benefits, the 
slackening of the cost of liv¬ 
ing rise and other restraints. 

Trustee Peter Bunn, who 
voiced strong o|ipoaitlbn when 
the budget was brought down, 
suggested that a surplus of 
$2.3 million be declared at 
next'Mmiday's regular board 
meeting. 

Savings were listed In all 
nine departments of the dis¬ 
trict's budget, the highest 
being in the instruction-in- 
schoolt section, where a sav¬ 
ing of $1,285,122 was forecast 
by the end of the year. 

The other departmental 
forecast savings w'ere; 
$569,612 In construction and 
maintenance. $227,885 in busi¬ 
ness, $100.^6 in planning, 
$14,069 In Instruction (ad- 
mifiistration), $5,658 In super¬ 
intendent's office. $5,570 in 
comnnunity relations, $4,303 in 
secretary-treasurer’s office, 
and $4,035 in instruction (cur¬ 
riculum). 

In (he area of teachers* sa¬ 
laries. ^23..59R.073 was budget¬ 
ed, but the forecast is for an

Glover reported that 
$23,564,829 had actually been 
•pent up to July, and his fnre-

Jobless 
to get 
longer aid 

Unemployment is blossom¬ 
ing in the City of Gardens — 
so much so that extra federal 
help has been required. 

With the B.C. jobless rate at 
least 8.3 per cent the na¬ 
tional average is only 7.2 per 
cent -- Victoria has qualified 
for the first time in {our years 
for extended unemployment 
insurance benefits. 

A spokesman (or the city’s 
UIC office said Tuesday that 
extended benefits were paid 
<8)ly when the rate was more 
than a full percentage point 
above the national average. 

As a result. Victoria claim¬ 
ants are eligible for an extra 
six weeks of benefits. 

Ottawa hasn't disclosed the 
exact unemployment level of 
Victoria, but has informed the 
UIC office it Is somewhere be¬ 
tween 8.3 and 9.2 f)er cent, 
above tlv* t>rovincial average. 

In norma) times, employ¬ 
ment presents a healthier pic¬ 
ture in the provincial capital 
because of government hiring 
and an active tourist business. 
But tourism ha.s been far 
below the mark this year and 
the jirovlncial government 
has been practising restraint.

Wednesday by Ute Canadian 
Press, says some of the In¬ 
dians’ traits come from “his 
Mongol origin.” 

CTarence Wilkins, chief of 
the Northwest Territories cor¬ 
rectional services, said in an 
interview the training manual 
which contained the material 
was ruled obsolete early in 
1972. He said the information 
was slipped into a training 
manual dated November, 
1971. for new staff at the Yel¬ 
lowknife correctional institute 


by unknown persons and had 
never bem taught to staff. 

‘Tt was given as informa¬ 
tional material, by wlwm I’m 
still tryir^{ to find out.” he 
said. 

"No vAay is Jhat sort of nia- 
terial being taught now. It 
was never taught at all.”

Both men spoke to 
reporters after a Wednesday 
meeting. 

Nyerere made clear he 
wanted a U.S. commitment to

Half of black workforce 
stays off job in big cities 

JOHANNESBURG (UPI) — Hundi'eds of 
thousands of black workers stayed away fixtm their 
jobs in South Africa’s two major cities Wednesday 
in strikes aimed at crippling white-owned industry. 

More than half of Johannesburg’s non - white 
workforce of more than 250.000 obeyed militants’ 
call for a strike. In Cape Town, where at lea.st 
100,000 workers walked out, several major white 
hotels assigned their white staff to answer tele¬ 
phones, serve meals and wash windows.

Gaso¬ 
line pumps are to mea¬ 
sure in litres instead of 
galliMis by Jan. 1,1979. 

All land measurement, 
surveying and town plan¬ 
ning is to be in metric 
measure by the end of 
1979.

Pennies should go^ 
U.S, study advises. 


WASHINGTON (AP) A 
gov*eTnment - sponsored study 
recommends the U.S. elimi¬ 
nate pennies by 1980 and re¬ 
place half-dollars with a new. 
smaller dollar coin, the U.S. 
Mint said Wednesday. 

The study, conducted for 
the mint by Research Trian¬ 
gle Institute, said one reason 
the penny should be removed 
was that It was expensive to 
make. 

The refiearchcrs .said as the 


buying power of the penny 
had dropped, the coin tended 
to circulate less freely, forc¬ 
ing the mint to increase pro¬ 
duction to meet demand. 

They estimated pennies ac¬ 
counted for 75 per cent of the 
19 billion coins minted annual¬ 
ly. and would account for 90 
per cent of estimated produc¬ 
tion of 41 billion coins by 1990 
if they remained in circula¬ 
tion.

Newsman pedals hook for easy riders

;\nyone who would sjjend 
his summer holidays and 
some winter holidays — put¬ 
ting togetlUpr a book on cy- 
L*fing must be some kind of fa¬ 
natic. Up at the crack of 
dawn, putting in a couple of 
laps. about neighborhood 
before pedalling into work 
and that sort of thing, ri||ht? 

Wrwg when it applies to 
indio newsman Jim Perrin 
whose More Exploring By Bi- 
«*ycle hit the local book stores 
over the weekend. 

Perrin seemed almost 
ihocked that anyone would 
expect him to pump his way 


doily into downtown Victoria 
from his Highlands home. He 
has a motorcycle and a van 
for that. Besides, there are no 
streetlights along the final 
stretch home and his radio 
station job has him working 
funny hours. 

> Perrin is strictly a re¬ 
creational bike rider and a 
“fair-weather” one at that. 
And the chances of any of his 
readers meeting up with him 
on any of the 21 Victoria and- 
Vancouver area routes he 
chattily describes in the book 
depend on whether tlie sun Ls 
shining and he feels "energel- 
ir.” * 

"The rides included are for 


people like me and not for 
jieople working up for the 
next Olympics. They'd find 
them all too easy.” he said. 

Most of the rides are nicely 
under 10 miles, with only the 
50.$-mile Ferry Ring which 
cheats a bit w^th two hops on 
the B.C. FcrriM — taking the 
better part of a'day. 

Jast what^ tiiakes a good 
bike route is pretty logical, 
according to PerrUi. Pave¬ 
ment is a must or tires will 
burst. Then little traffic, no 
"vicious” hills and there has 
to be "something nice to see." 

Perrin’a descriptions aren’t 
all <rf the nature of 'turn-ri^^it- 
a t -the-general-store-and-lefl- 
a g a i n-at-the-third^>ak-tree.’ 


Chances are if there's a bit of 
history to that store or if that 
oak tree is something special, 
Perrin shares it with his 
readers. 

Researching the book 
w-asn'l ail spent in the saddle 
on the backlanes of the hin¬ 
terlands. A lot of it was por¬ 
ing “over histories and topo¬ 
graphical maps. 

And while Perrin has ridden 
all The routes but one in the 
Fraser Valley, many of them 
were discovered while driving 
around in his car. 

"When I found a good route 
I’d go back and check it out.” 
said Perrin, who still usea the 


same ID-apeM import he 
picked up .five years ago in 
his native California where he 
wasn’t above pedalling 80 
miles a day just for tiie fun of 
it. N 

The lowei'yanoouver LHand 
area Is great for cyclists, ac¬ 
cording to Perrin, who thinks 
the government should push 
its adv'antages to mainland 
tourists. A Victoria-lo- 
Nanaimo ' baekroads bike 
route is quite i possible, he 
said. y 

Perrin decided to write the 
book last year when he found 
himself without a job and 
feeling he ahould give up biol- 


og^' and follow his father into 
journalism. 

The topic w'i^ simply a 
question of Perrin limiting It 
to something "I know and 
enjoy.” Many of the book’s 
Victoria area routes first ap¬ 
peared as articles in the Is¬ 
lander but the Colonist con¬ 
nection doesn’t stop there. 
Most of the photography 
comes from The Colonist’s.. 
Alex Barta. 

Surprisingly, local publish¬ 
ers werwi’t interested in Per¬ 
rin’s book and he had to go to

couver. Perrin is now woricing 
on a 8ec<Mid book on hiking, 
backpacking and canoeing in 
southern Vancouver Island.
